Dearest Ones: 

Am permitted only a few lines. 
eiujuKb to say I am well so far. and 
iiave eiijoyeri my trip Immensely. \Vc 
were fortunate in having a dandy big 
ship lo cross on and the most desirable 
of weather. Have had only one rou);h 
day and It was not bad. Don't \ et 
know our immediate destination. 1 
Hope to find a letter from you tomor- 
row when we land. Will write more 
when permitted. 

Some'where in France. 
We have moVM acain and are bil- 
leted again in a small vlllace fof ftn - 

ther Instruction. My freight has not 

yet arrlveil. so my duties are light. 

I wish I could write all I would like 
to, for there Is so much of interest, but 
the censors are so afraid of some one 
writing something that would give in- 
formation to the enemy and a long let- 
ter occupies so much of their time that 
they a.sk us to make them short. 

The countrj- Is beautiful and the 
people are so nice to us. We are com- 
fortably housed (no tents) and have 
plenty to eat. Climate I* nice and cool. 

I am learning French rapidly and 
believe that Inside of two months I will 
be able to speak very well. I can hold 
a piece of conver9.ation now. but it i..* 
liai.l to understand them for tliey 
ppenk too fa.st. 

The houses are all of atone, thick 
walls and are enclosed in high stone 
wall fences. 
I am In the best of health and spirits. 
Wo have received no mail yet or pa, 
pers, and are very anxious aa we get 
hardly any news of the war. However, 
we understand that we are advancing 
and all Is satisfactory. 

T have written you from all stops and 
hope you will get them all. but do not 
worry when you do not get letters reg- 
ularly for so many are returned to 
writer, tost or mlssent. I am afraid I

The iMys drill and train and 
Ktudy all day and I am up to my neck 
in my accounts.
